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Board issues ultimatum to striking teachers 

Return to work April 28 or face dismissal

All 344 striking Romulus school 
teachers will face dismissal 
charges, if they do not return to 
classrooms April 28, the date set 
Monday night by the school board 
for re-opening of schools closed 
since March 10. 

Action taken by the school board 
came only a few hours after Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Robert 
Colombo reportedly chastised 
striking teachers and left the final 
decision of what to do about the 
strike with the local educational 
body. 

An overflow crowd was on hand as 
the school board unanimously voted 
to take action under Section 6 of the 


State Personnel Employee Relations 
Act ( PERA ) . That section of the law 
provides for discipline and 
discharge of teachers on strike, 
explained Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, 
director of personnel and employee 
relations for the local school system. 

Interim School Supt. Marvin 
Fischer commented on the board s 
action: “It is unfortunate that the 
board was placed in this position by 
the teachers union; however, the 
board had no other choice but 
to confront the activities of the 
teachers, especially their gross 
demands and the district’s inability 
to pay. 

“The only legal remedies which 
the board has is through the courts 
of our state. The court Monday chose 


Teachers claim 
new agreement 
can be reached

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Robert Colombo Monday refused to 
issue an injunction ordering striking 
Romulus teachers back to work, 
saying that the teachers would 
‘‘ignore it”. 

The judge had ordered the 
teachers, represented by the Wayne 
County-Michigan Education 
Association-National Education 
Association, and representatives of 
the Romulus Community Schools 
back into court Monday to report on 
the progress, or lack of progress, in 
court-ordered bargaining. 

The judge in refusing to issue the 
injunction told the Board of 
Education it has three options— to 
give in to the unreasonable 
demands” of the teachers, to 
terminate the striking teachers or 
wait it out. 

Last week Judge Colombo ordered 
both sides into intensive bargaining 
in hopes of settling the dispute, now 
in its sixth week. According to A1 
Gaiss, spokesperson for the WC- 
MEA-NEA, “management”, 
spearheaded by the Southgate 
School District, has opted to work 
through the courts, rather than at 
the bargaining table, delaying a 
contract settlement. 

“We’ve spent a lot of time in 
court," Gaiss said Monday, "time 
that could have been used for school 
instruction." 

“Our position is that we (the 
teachers) won’t go back into the 
classroom without a signed contract 
in our hands,” he said. “Our wish is 
to teach 180 days, and we need to get 
back to teaching this week, or we’ll 
go into July.” 

According to Gaiss, teachers must 


be back in the classroom by 
tomorrow (Thursday), if the school 
year is to end by June 30. He added 
that to meet that deadline school 
would include Saturdays other than 
the Memorial Day weekend. 

“It’s important to get this over 
with,” he added. “We’re not far 
apart." 

Gaiss said that apparently the four 
districts struck by the WC-MEA- 
NEA are working together like the 
expanded teachers union, in hopes of 
gaining leverage for their position in 
the negotiations. 

“The children are the losers,” he 
said. “We’re (the teachers union) 
not looking to be winners, we’re both 
(teachers and the Board of 
Education) are losers. 

“The only way the board could be 
a big winner is if it doesn’t allow 180 
days of education. And I can’t 
believe any responsible board would 
take such a position.” 

Gaiss feels the contract can be 
settled this week, if the board begins 
to negotiate in earnest, adding that 
"nothing will be settled through the 
courts”. 

“The teachers will return to the 
classroom after they have a signed 
contract," he reiterated. 

Morale on the teachers’ picket 
lines is excellent, he said, adding 
that since the jailing of nine teachers 
in the Woodhaven School District, 
the unit “has never been stronger”. 

“Morale is extremely high,” Gaiss 
said. “We’re prepared to continue 
the strike longer, if we must... as 
long as it takes to get a new con- 
tract.” 

“We’ll have a new contract in 
Romulus as soon as management 
comes to the bargaining table and 
looks at us as equals,” he concluded. 


to let the school board make its ow n 
decision.” 

Fischer said he was thankful that 
Judge Colombo had given both sides 
time to work out a settlement of the 
contract dispute. 

“I’m pleased at the time granted 
to work out an agreement, time to 1 
get sanity back into the situation," 
he added. 

A good portion of the audience was 
made up of high school seniors who 
were concerned that the strike 
would prevent them from receiving 
graduation diplomas. 

The board reassured them that 
most had sufficient credits to 
graduate and that days lost as a 
result of the teacher strike would not 
interfere with their graduation. 

“The 180-day requirement per- 
tains to the school district’s 
qualification for state aid. The 
standards for graduation are 
determined by local boards of 
education,” LeCesne explained. 

He said almost all of the audience 
members “absolutely” supported 
the school board in the action taken 
Monday night. Applause greeted the 
board s vote to re-open school and 
give teachers the opportunity to 
return to classes, or face possible 
discharge, he said. 

LeCesne said the primary concern 
of most parents was to see the 
contract dispute settled so “students 
could get back to the business of 
learning again". 

The school board's action followed 
a hearing Monday afternoon in the 
courtroom of Judge Colombo. He 
had given an extension to his 
previous order of more than a week 
ago to have the school board and 
teachers union go into intensive 
bargaining 

LeC’csf.e said Judge Colombo was 
visibly irate at the lack tf progress 
and issued a severe toi lashing 
to slrd ir.g teacliers. 

“He called them (teachers) ‘a 
lawless group” and 'an elitist group’ 
who he said ‘were led by 
professional anarchists who led 
Crestwood teachers to disaster’," 
explained LeCesne. 

In 1976, the Crestwood school 
board in Dearborn Heights fired 
some 185 public school teachers in a 
similar contract dispute. Only 12 
teachers were reinstated after 
several appeals to the courts, but 
only because of legal technicalities, 
LeCesne said. 

About one week ago, a letter to the 
school board from the Romulus 
Democratic Club indicated strong 
support for the board’s stand in the 
teacher contract dispute. 

“The Democratic Club feels that 
the position taken by the board is 
compatible w’ith the attitudes and 
best interests of the tax-paying 
public and holds deplorable the 
illegal action of the teachers,” the 
letter stated. 

The letter said that, although the 
community has always backed 
teachers’ demands for higher wages 
and smaller class sizes, the 
Democratic Club now realizes 
“. that money does not motivate 
professionalism and competence."

I Spring is here... and so 

is the '80 tornado season 


Budding leaves, light showers and 
rainbows, dewy grass, the first 
tulips — are all sure signs of spring. 

Warm, muggy days, fierce winds 
followed by sudden cold fronts and 
tornadoes — are the flip side of this 
light-hearted time of year. 

April is the beginning of 
Michigan’s “tornado season.” It’s 
time to check on your tornado 
emergency kit — flashlight, 
blankets, transistor radio — and 
remember your strategy for that 
phenomena that “could never 
happen to me," but happens to 
hundreds of people every year. At 
the worst, tornadoes, and less 
severe, harsh thunderstorms, strike 
the southern portion of low'er 


Michigan frequently through April. 
May and June. 

While the National Weather 
Service says a tornado can occur 
any month of the year, the w'arm, 
muggy days when the air is full of 
moisture make the coming months 
prime tornado times. 

Something is needed to set off the 
severe thunderstorms that can lead 
to the terrifying funnel clouds. A 
cold front moving across the state 
usually will do the trick. Warm, 
moist air followed by a cold front 
and cold air can set off severe 
weather activity. Thunder, light- 
ning, high winds and hail are 
characteristics of severe thun- 


derstorms and usually accompany 
tornadoes. 

A tornado is marked by the dark, 
twisting funnel shaped cloud that 
emerges from the overall cloud 
cover. The funnel usually will rotate 
in a counterclockw ise direction, w r ith 
high winds circulating around it. 

While a thunderstorm may buffet 
a large area with w inds up to 50 or 60 
miles an hour, a tornado tears 
through a much smaller area with 
w'inds at speeds higher than 200 
miles anhour. 

It is those extremely high winds 
that cause the extensive damage 
associated with a tornado.

Treasurer mounts drive 
to collect delinquent taxes

Romulus Treasurer Beverly 
McAnally is mounting an intensive 
drive to collect an estimated $500,000 
in delinquent personal property 
taxes dating back as far as 1973. 

“There will be no free rides from 
here on in,” she declared. 

She emphasized that the past due 
personal property taxes are owed by 
local business establishments, most 
of whom are in a better position to 
pay than the average city resident. 

She added that Romulus 
homeowners pay real property taxes 
on or before their due date She had 
high praise for them 
McAnally explained that once 
penalties are figured for delinquent 
businesses, bills will be mailed out in 
May 

“We will use all of the legal 
powers at our command to recover 
these taxes," she said 
As a “last resort” the treasurer 
said she has the legal right to go into 
a business establishment, tag 
specific pieces of personal property, 
and have them sold at public auc- 
tion 

This procedure is known as a 
"jeopardy lien”, she explained 
McAnally said as treasurer it is 
one of her primary duties to collect 
current and past due taxes owed by 
residents and businesses 
The treasurer cited twx) main 
reasons for her drive to have back 
taxes paid: 1) Every citizen who 
pays taxes to the city does so with 
the belief that others will do the 
same. 2) If taxes are not paid, the 


city suffers financially. 

“This problem has been building 
up through the years,” she 
remarked. “Many of the same 
people who ignore their tax bills one 
year end up doing it again the next.” 

Of the $500,000 owed by local 
businesses, about $100,000 is due for 
1978. and that much or more for 1979, 
she said. 

“Back in 1978 a full-time CETA 
employee did nothing but send out 
bills for delinquent taxes. She did a 
good job But, nothing has been done 


since then,” she said. 

McAnally, who was elected 
treasurer last fa|ll, was reluctant to 
condemn past city treasurers for not 
doing a better job in collecting past 
due taxes, but, she stressed that her 
office now- is organizing an “on- 
going campaign” to have overdue 
taxes paid promptly 

McAnally said delinquent taxes 
which are paid can go far to 
alleviate some of the financial 
difficulties now being experienced 
by Romulus city government.

(Continued from Page A-l) 
issues two types of tornado bulletins 
A tornado watch indicates there is a 
possibility of tornado development 
over a large area; that weather 
conditions are “ripe’* for a tornado. 
A tornado warning is more serious, 
indicating a tornado has been 
spotted in a specific area. 

Once a tornado warning has been 
issued there isn’t much time before 
the funnel cloud touches down. It’s 
only a matter of minutes. 

There are several safety 
precautions that can be taken when 
a tornado strikes. 

Emergency planners advise you to 
start your safety planning before a 
tornado warning is even issued by 
finding a place in your home where 
you can be relatively safe, if and 
when a funnel cloud touches dow n. 


They recommend going into the 
basement and staying underneath 
something heavy, like a workbench 
or large piece of furniture. Since 
tornadoes arrive from the south or 
southwest, experts suggest staying 
in the north or northeast corner of 
the basement. 

If a house does not have a 
basement, stay on the first floor in 
the center of the house. Stay away 
from the south, southwest and 
western ends of the house where the 
tornado is most likely to strike first. 
The inside of a broom closet or other 
small area without windows located 
in the center of the house is an ideal 
place to wait out a tornado. 
Otherwise get under a piece of 
furniture to protect yourself from 
flying debris 

If there is time, open the windows 


on the north or east side of the house 
to relieve pressure w r hich will build 
up inside the building. Windows on 
the south and west sides of the house 
will be broken when the tornado s 
w inds hit the area The tremendous 
buildup of pressure can blow' out the 
walls in the house. 

You may be interested in having 
on hand in your “safe spot” a few 


items that can come in handy if your 
home is damaged For instance, a 
flashlight and transistor radio will 
offer the light and information you 
would need in the event of a power 
failure. 

If you’re caught outside in a car 
when a tornado strikes, first try 
moving away from the storm by 
driving at right angles to its path. If 


that fails, get out of the car and take 
shelter in a ditch or ravine Cars can 
be tossed around by the fierce winds, 
making them dangerous places to sit 
out a storm 

Position yourself between the 
oncoming storm and the car so as 
not to be in the way if the car does 
become a flying object Tornadoes 
can cause extensive damage to 


trailer parks with the high winds 
mangling and destroying the 
lightweight mobile homes. Take 
shelter in some other, sturdier type 
of building 

If no other type of shelter is 
available, go to a ditch or ravine on 
the south and east side of the trailer 
park and lie down flat against the 
ground

Mayor declares war 
on abandoned vehicles 


Mayor William M. Oakley last 
week declared war on abandoned 
vehicles and launched an all-out 
effort to rid the city of the rusty 
eyesores. 

The two-pronged attack, in 
cooperation with Lt. Henry Harris of 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
and city ordinance office, will be 
launched by building department 
inspectors, DPW foremen, city 
ordinance officers and police patrol 
officers who will fan out throughout 
the city and issue 7-day warning 
notices to all residents with 
inoperable or abandoned vehicles 
from their property. 

TTie notice will give owners seven 
days to either license the vehicle, 
store it in a fully enclosed garage or 


shed or remove it from their 
property. 

Failing to take any of those 
measures, the owners will then be 
revisited a week later by law en- 
forcement officers who will issue 
misdemeanor tickets which must be 
brought to the 34th District Court in 
Romulus, the mayor warned. 

Violation of the inoperable motor 
vehicle ordinance is punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500, im- 
prisonment in the County Jail for a 
period not to exceed 90 days, or both. 

Under the terms of the city or- 
dinance, an inoperable vehicle is 
defined as “motor vehicles which by 
reason of dismantling, disrepair or 
other cause, are incapable of being 
propelled under their own power, or 


are unsafe for operation on the 
streets and highways of this state 
because of inability to comply with 
the State Motor Vehicle Code.” 

In issuing his directive, the mayor 
said he was taking this step now as 
the first phase of a comprehensive 
drive to upgrade city law en- 
forcement and to assist the City 
Beautification Committee in its 
annual spring cleanup campaign. 

The next target, according to the 
mayor, will be "unkempt 
premises", which under city law, 
are declared a public nuisance. 

The Beautification Committee is 
planning a 12-point spring cleanup 
prograrm, which is designed to reach 
as many Romulus residents as 
possible with a cleanup-litter 
reduction message. 


Three separate millage proposals 
and the names of six cnadidates 
seeking two 4-year terms on the 
Board of Education will be on the 
ballot when Huron School District 
voters go to the polls in the June 9 
school election. Last Monday was 
the deadline for filing. 

Supt. Curtis D. Bartz explained 
the three millage proposals as 
follows: An 18.82-mill renewal for 
five years for operational purposes; 
a 2. 1-mill additional levy for two 
years for purchase of school 
equipment and textbooks; and a 
0.75-mill additional levy for two 
years for repair and maintenance of 
school facilities. 

Total operating millage now 
levied in the Huron school district is 
29.47 mills; with debt and retirement 
added in, the total millage assessed 
is 36.93 mills, said Bartz. 

The superintendent emphasized 
that the bulk of the total millage 
package, the 18.82-mill levy, is now 
being paid by school district tax- 
payers. If approved, the same school 
taxes would be paid on that levy, he 
added. 

A similar 6-mill renewal levy for 
operational purposes for three years 
was approved March 31 by voters in 
the Van Buren School Distric t by a 2- 
1 margin. The Van Buren school 
board in its campaign to voters 
before the election stressed that 
although more millage was needed it 
was tightening its belt and would 
maintain the present level of 
education on the same amount of 
total operating millage. 

The amount of operating millage 
asked to be renewed depends upon 
the a mount expiring at the end of the 
school’s fiscal year. The amount 
varies from school district to school 
district because of varying millages 
passed in previous years. 

When a certain portion of the total 
operating millage expires, that 
amount is asked to be renewed. As 
varying portions of the total 
operating millage expire every few 
years, the actual process represents 
a cycle of millage elections seeking 
renewals of the millage amount 1 
expiring.

Roy Raker, elected supervisor of 
Huron Township on the Republican 
ticket in 1978, will run against 
Democratic incumbent Edward 
Mahalak for state representative 
from the 38th District. 

Raker said he had received many 
calls urging him to run, and many 
offers of financial support in his 
attempt to unseat Mahalak. now in 
his eighth term in the State 
Legislature. 

Describing himself as “pragmatic 
enough to get things done,” Raker 
said: “The people and how they will 
be affected should be the major 
concern in legislative decision 
making.” 

The 48-year-old supervisor, a 
farmer for most of his life, favors 
cutting down on government 
regulation. “People are looking for 
direction, but government cannot 
protect people from everything. 
Over-regulation intrudes on our 
freedom.” 

He claims his success in working 
with his colleagues on the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees, all six 
of whom are Democrats, has 
stemmed from his willingness to 
work with them and his ability to 
compromise and move forward. 

The 38th District covers all of 
Huron and Sumpter townships, 
almost all of Romulus, a small part 
of Wayne and Taylor, plus nine 
townships in Monroe County. 

Raker points to his most 
significant accomplishment since 
taking office as the compromise he 
worked out last year with the Wayne 
County Board of Taxation on 
township reassessment.

Neither Kyko or Lemieux are 
seeking re-election. 


He said his efforts persuaded the 
county board to lower its original 
planned 7 percent boost on all types 
of property to 6 percent for 
residential, 3 percent for com- 
mercial. and no increase for 
manufacturing and farm property. 

This year. Raker said he is leading 
an effort to bring suit against Wayne 
County to protest a 19 percent hike in 
property taxes in Huron Township. 
He said he is hopeful of persuading 
other townships to join in the legal 
action. 

“Last year’s successful effort to 
lower taxes in my township, coupled 
with this year’s new' challenge, leads 
me to believe we must find a more 
equitable way to tax the people of 
our state.” Raker contended. He 
said he believed he can better serve 
the fight for fair taxes by working in 
the state Legislature. 

“That’s why I’m running.” Raker 
declared. 

A farmer by occupation, he has 
lived almost all of his life in Wayne 
County, except for a few months 
war Monroe when he was a small 
child He and his wife. Vera, has 
been married for 28 years and have 
five children. 

In making his announcement to 
run for his first political office above 
the township level. Raker com- 
mented: "Some decisions are 
politically unpopular. but 
representatives must look at all 
sides of an issue, consider the 
alternatives, and act in the best 
interests of the majority and not 
special interest groups ” 

When Raker won the supervisor’s 
seat, he defeated his veteran 
Democratic opponent. George 
Moore, by 62U votes. Moore had been 
supervisor for two terms and clerk 
for one term

Present 
membership is 47, including sup- 
porting business and professional 
people of the community.

welcome you to become an active 
member You may become an 
associate member and not feel 
obligated to attend meetings or 
functions. Supporting members are 
business, professional, or any in- 
terested citizen who will help sup- 
port our cause financially. 

The regular monthly meetings are 
held at 7 p m. on the third Wed- 
nesday of each month at the 
Romulus Public Library. The public 
is welcome to attend. 

The society asks that any persons 
wishing to donate old documents, 
books, deeds, land records, maps, 
diaries, letters or signatures of 
significance, early photographs of 
Romulus people, buildings and 
homes, contact the Romulus Public 
Library at 941-0775. 

We are collecting early used hand 
tools. Indian arrow' heads, etc., early 
musical instruments, and other 
museum artifacts. Our goal is to 
some day have a permanent 
structure in which to display our 
Romulus historical collection 

Our latest “exciting discovery” is 
the original handwritten ledger, 
containing minutes of the first 
meeting held in Romulus in 1839 to 
establish the first school distrit 
(District No. 1) in Romulus 
Township 

It tells of the construction of the 
first schoolhouse for a sum of $225 by 
a Mr. Fisk on a piece of land leased 
from David Pullen for a sum of 50 
cents per year. The schoolhouse was 
located on the southeast corner of 
his property on the west side of 
Huron Rivci* Dr:*e S u ih 


The present day location would be 
just north of the intersection of 1-275 
and Huron River Drive South. 

The historical ledger is housed at 
the Wayne Historical Museum, 
Wayne. Our Society is in the process 
of making a copy of the original 
ledger for our own historical files. 

Do you happen to possess an early 
photograph of this “little red school 
house”? It was a frame building 
approximately 22’ by 26’ but in size. 
Other school districts were formed 
in successive order as population 
grew, Tyler No. 2 and so on. If you 
have any photos of the first 1-room 
schoolhouses in these other Romulus 
school districts, we would ap- 
preciate it if you will contact the 
society. 

Presently, we are collecting 
historical data on our local schools. 

Any resident who has knowledge 
of any buildings or homes in 
Romulus built prior to 1900, is asked 
to contact the Romulus Historical 
Society Please bring records or 
family history to substantiate 
construction date. Both the ar- 
chitectural and historical 
significance of a building also are 
important facts to be considered in 
our historical site survey 

Structures that have been 
radically altered which obscures its 
original character do not have as 
much architectural significance. 

There are many different unique 
types of architecture in the City of 
Romulus w hich need to be preserved 
in their original style. Each has its 
ow r n special charm and represents a 
particular era in the growth of our 


community, regardless of the year it 
was built. 

When owmers make improvements 
orchanges in a home or a building, it 
is of utmost importance not to make 
radical changes in the original style 
or architecture if you wish to retain 
its particular charm 

Today, as the energy crunch gets 
worse, preservationists are wiser. 
Demolition is getting more ex- 
pensive and the cost of new 
materials are soaring They realize 
that you can have both beauty and 
utility, if clever ways are found to 
reuse historically or architecturally 
important buildings It is usually 
cheaper to reuse a building than to 
demolish it and build new The 
original woodwork, or that mar- 


velous marble fireplace can never 
be duplicated at today’s costs. 

The case for commercial reuse of 
buildings may be the most con- 
vincing one of all for historical 
preservation Reuse can mean fewer 
old important buildings will be 
preserved as museums... they will 
simply be preserved and put to use 
Older buildings with their thick 
masonry walls and small windows, 
usually have better insulation and 
are more energy efficient to begin 
with than new r buildings built of 
glass and steel. 

The cities of Boston, Mass., and 
restored Williamsburg. Va., are 
examples of early American 
buildings restored and put to 
modern use, and still retaining their 
original architecture 


One of the current projects of the 
Romulus Historical Society is 
compiling an authenicatedd history 
of Romulus. During the years there 
have been many such “histories” 
written, data and facts of which 
sometimes differ from another 
Our society will attempt to use 
primary sources, such as census 
records, land tract books, deeds, tax 
assessment rolls and original copies 
of minutes of meetings, to compile 
an authenicated history of our city. 

The history of Romulus goes back 
a long way. Settlers began arriving 
here to purchase land from the 
United States government as early 
its 1827 According to the Michigan 
Territorial Census of 1827, there 
were at least four families residing 
’ in Romulus at this time Land was 
being purchased from the U.S. 
government at $1 25 per acre 
As time passe' : 

settlers came to i. area In 1835 the 
Township of i mulus was formed 
from the large "'wnship of Huron. 
(This large Huron Township was 
later divided into the townships of 
Romulus, Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron > The first Romulus Town- 
ship meeting was held at the 
dwelling house of Joseph Pullen on 
Monday, the 6th day of April, 1835, 
agreeable to an act of Legislative 
Council of the Territory' of Michigan, 
passed February 1835 
Michigan became a state in the 
year 1837 

Romulus has 145 years of exciting 
history to trace 

And it is a studious undertaking 
which we hope to successfully ac- 
complish w

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Commissioners OK reorganization ballot prop osition 


• 1110 Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has approved a 
ballot proposition for the Aug. 5 
election, allowing voters to decide on 
passible county reorganization, 
although the 20-3 vote is subject to 
reconsideration. 

The vote succeeded on April 3 
after a lengthy dispute between 
commissioners from Detroit and 
out-county. Board members wanted 
to postpone the issue until 1980 
census statistics would be available 
for apportioning charter com 
mission districts. 

Western Wayne County groups 
insist that the 1970 census currently 
in use does not Reflect the sub- 
stantial 10- year grow th in their area 
and that the selection of charter 
commissioners on the earlier 
population figures would un- 
derrepresent their constituents. 

Two commissioners, James J. 
Rashid from Dearborn and Mary E. 
Dumas from Livonia, changed their 
opposition votes to be eligible to file 


for reconsideration Board rules 
permit only those voting on the 
prevailing side to call for recon- 
sideration. 

Motions for reconsideration are 
allowed within 72 hours after a vote 
is taken, the same procedure 
followed on this issue at the Ways 
and Means Committee level im- 
mediately preceding the full board 
meeting At Ways and Means, the 
move for reconsideration from Mrs 
Dumas failed 14-8 

Because of the 17 vote difference 
at the full board meeting, a possible 
attempt for reconsideration most 
likely will fail there also The 
commissioners had until Tuesday to 
file for reconsideration. 

If a motion to reconsider is 
properly filed as expected, it w ill as 
a matter of requirement be placed 
on the agenda of the next meeting, 
which is presently unscheduled. The 
board is adjourned subject to the 
call of the chairman 
Commissioners from the opposing 


groups argued during both the Ways 
and Means and board meetings over 
apportionment language in the 
resolution approving the ballot 
proposal. Originally, the language 
specified Charter Commission 
districts the same as the existing 27 
County Commissioner districts. 

Commissioner Alex Pilch from 
Dearborn resolved the dispute with 
an amendment which struck out 
reference to present County Com- 
missioner districts, leaving that 
decision “to be determined by the 
County Apportionment Com- 
mission ' Pilch said that the 
Aportionment Commission is the 
only entity that can legally establish 
election boundaries, such as for a 
charter commission. 

Three other amendments were 
offered, but failed in an effort to tie 
the proposal with 1980 census 
figures. The unsuccessful sponsors 
were Commissioners Thomas J* 
Presnell from Westland; R. William 7^ 
Joyner, Plymouth; and Richard E. 


Manning. Redford-Livonia. 

Presnell wanted a guarantee in 
law from the State Legislature of- 
fering to reimburse the county for 
all expenses of reorganization, 
which he said are estimated in ex- 
cess of $2 million He reasoned that 
such a commitment from the state 
would delay action until the new 
census tabulations 

Manning proposed to authorize 
reimbursement by the county to any 
local community which might later 
sue on basis of being misrepresented 
by population count of the 1970 
census He proposed the idea, he 
said, to affirm the “one-man one- 
vote” principle. 

On the same basis, Joyner un- 
successfully tried to incorporate 
language in the resolution that 
would include use of 1980 rather than 


1970 census statistics Although she 
offered no amendment. Com- 
missioner Kay L Beard of Inkster 
spoke in favor of waiting to use 1980 
statistics and the “one-man one- 


vote” principle in support of all 
three resolutions offered 

“The 1970 census is not 
representative of the people we 
represent toda\.” she added

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Along right-of-ways 
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Bill would encourage railroad improvements 


A bill, sponsored by Stale Edward 
Mahalak <D-38th District ), repor- 
tedly will continue to encourage 
needed improvements in railroad 
right-of-ways by means of tax 
credits, if it becomes law. 

Currently, the railroad companies 
allows a tax credit equal to 25 per- 
cent of their expenses for im- 


provement and maintenance of 
right-of-ways, an incentive which 
has proven highly successful for 
improving the quality of railroad 
transportation in Michigan, ac- 
cording to Mahalak 

However, the tax credit program 
is scheduled to expire at the end of 
next year 


Although the tax incentive 
program has been well received and 
well used since it started, a great 
deal of roadbed work on railroad 
rights-of-way remains to be financed 
and completed 

’Since in the near future our 
reliance on railroads as a crucial 
means of transportation is likely to 
increase, it has been felt by many 


County commission sets up 
community steering panel 


As proposed in the final report of 
an Efficiency Task Force report 
comprised of private citizen 
examiners, the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners has approved 
appointment of an ongoing com- 
munity steering group to serve in- 
definitely helping implement ap- 
propriate recommendations of the 
18th-month study. 

Appointed by the commissioners 
in November 1978, to study 
organization, revenues and ex- 
penditures, the 25-member task 
force presented its report to Board 
Chairman Samuel A. Turner April 1. 
He said the report will immediately 
be forwarded to the full board for its 
review- and implementation of the 
recommendations they consider 
reasonable. 

Turner praised the task force for 
diligent work, noting that more than 
200 volunteers from business, labor 
and the general community con- 
tributed thousands of hours of un- 
paid time to the project. Chairman 
of the group was Frank M. Hen- 
nessey, managing partner of the 
Coopers & Lybrand Accounting 
Firm. 

When implemented, the recom- 
mendations will “significantly 
improve*' ’ county operations and 
services, said Hennessey, but he 
acknowledged that many of the 
recommendations will be difficult to 
accomplish. Turner, too emphasized 
that the report will not bring about 
overnight changes. 

“We cannot just suddenly declare 
all the recommendations into effect. 
They will require working on 
through the democratic process 


until they can be gradually im- 
plemented.” Turner said 
“However, we have some strong 
people on the board who are anxious 
to give this report the attention and 
action it deserves.” He pointed out 
that some commissioners for some 
time have urged changes in the Civil 
Service System, one area criticized 
in the report 

Reviews in eight major areas 
were conducted by the task force. 
These include financial operations, 
purchasing, personnel, tax revenue, 
federal and state grants. Sheriff’s 
Department, Air Pollution Control 
and the County General Hospital. 

The report cites “fragmentation of 
responsibility and authority” in 
county finance, personnel and 
purchasing operations, among other 
departments. It says that three 
separate operations are involved in 
personnel operations — the Civil 
Service Commission, Labor 
Relations Department and Human 
Relations Department. 

The study also suggests employee 
career planning and job counseling 
programs and a salary ad- 
ministration plan to reduce the 
number of job classifications. 

Also in the report the Bureau of 
Taxation is criticized for lack of 
staff and automation in ad- 
ministering property tax revenue, 
which it said should continue to be 
the major local revenue source. 
Recommended are 20 more staff 
positions and the addition of elec- 
tronic data processing equipment.

The bill, approved by the House 
and sent to the Senate would 
eliminate the expiration date, 
continuing the tax credits in 
definitely 

The bill also would require every 
railroad claiming such a credit to 
file an annual report with the State 
Board of Assessors The report 
would have to include a detailed 
report on right-of-way work per 
formed, with its location and nature 
and a separation of costs by labor 
and materials on each project. The 
report would also have to contain an 
account of the work done, itemized 
in terms of miles of track laid, tons 
of ballast installed, number of ties 
installed, miles of track surfaced, 
signals installed, and under 
drainage work done. 

“Industrial freight transportation 
by railroad uses diesel fuel four 
times as efficiently as freight 
transportation by truck,” Mahalak 
said “As petroleum fuel becomes 
more expensive and possibly more 
scarce, industry in the state will no 
doubt begin to rely more heavily on 
this efficient means to transport its 
goods. 

“In order to ensure its continuing 
availability, railroad rights-of-way 
and trackage musf be constantly 
maintained and upgraded. It is in 
the best interests of the state to 
provide an incentive for such work 
Federal funds are awarded for the 
most part only to bankrupt railroads 
and very little for improvements by 
other railroads.” 

The continued lax credit will 
ultimately benefit all of the State’s 
taxpayers because it encourages a 
fully functioning railway system 
with which to support the important 
industrial base of the State’s 
economy, he added 

“The program, which the bill 
would extend indefinitely has proven 
to be a successful incentive for 
crucial railroad right-of-way 
maintenance and improvement,” he 
said. “By continuing the tax credit 
indefinitely into the future, it will 
make it easier for railroads to make 


long-range improvement plans. 

“This improvement effort already 
has made railroad transportation 
safer in Michigan and also is a 
highly labor-intensive endeavor 
which generates jobs in the state.” 

In addition to continuing large tax 
credit savings for railroads in 
Michigan, the detailed reports 
required by the bill would ensure a 
measure of accountability as to how- 
and where the tax credit savings 
were spent, Mahalak explained. 


The bill would carry no new fiscal 
implications for the state. Under 
provisions of the current law, 
railroads in Michigan have paid no 
property tax in recent years, having 
performed enough qualified 
maintenance and improvement 
projects that 25 percent of the 
amount expended has been equal to 
the total tax levied. It is assumed 
this pattern will continue as long as 
the tax credit is in effect, Mahalak 
added

Battle lines drawn — 
the firing begins 

Tlie teacher strike in the Romulus School District is at a point of 
no return. 

The battle became an outright war earlier in the week when the 
Board of Education voted to fire the striking teachers. 

Now the waiting game begins. 

Will Romulus become another Dearborn Heights-Crestwood 
where, nearly a decade ago, teachers became the victims of an 
unprecedented strike which ended with that school district firing 
the strikers and hiring more than 180 new teachers? 

Teacher-board negotiations have never been the same since 
that infamous decision in Dearborn Heights. 

And after five long, frustrating, futile weeks, the lines are 
drawn in Romulus. The Board of Education and the parents of the 
students are adamant that the students return to their 
classrooms, even if new teachers are to be hired to fulfill the 
lawful obligations to the children. 

Teachers, however, argue that they will not return to the 
classrooms without a contract. 

Subsequently, even the courts have not been able to resolve the 
differences between the two groups. 

When rational people refuse to find rational solutions to their 
problems, then, ironically, irrational means must be deployed. 
Firing the teachers, indeed, is an irrational decision — but ap- 
parently one that had to be made to break the deadlock. 

Moreover, when rational people refuse to find rational 
solutions, they create their own demises. 

When all of the smoke clears, there will be no winners in 
Romulus. Not the Board of Education. Not the teachers. Nor the 
students. 

The students have already lost nearly six weeks of instruction. 

Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, personnel and employee relations 
manager for the Romulus School District, pointed out that the 
normal school year in that school district ends on June 13. He 
added that, even if they utilized a six-day week, the local school 
district has only through June 30 of this year to make up the lost 
school days caused by the six-week strike. 

It takes only a moment’s calculation to realize that the five-day 
school weeks already lost can’t all be made up. 

So where do we go from here? 

And how do we provide rational editorial comment to people 
who are the pillars of our educational system, who have shown 
they lack common sense to bargain in good faith. 

- Board members should stay home 

With the situation in the Romulus School District in the crisis 
stage, at least five members of the board of education will take off 
for San Francisco next week to attend a national school boards of 
education conference. 

The five members — Wayne Avery, Shirley Lombari, Margaret 
Cole, Theresa Kraft and Joanne Marvicsin — will miss the most 
crucial time of negotiations and bargaining. 

And we believe and suggest that the five trustees should stay 
home where they are needed to resolve the heated controversy 
and settle the contract issues.

Economic chaos

The nation is totally preoccupied with inflation. Each of the presidential 
candidates has made the problem a top priority and has promised new 
leadership in trying to solve it. To date, however, there has been very little 
discussion of one of the most generous and dangerously inflationary 
programs of all— the federal retirement system. Consider: 

A hypothetical individual, John Doe, has worked for the federal govern- 
ment for 30 years. Having reached the age of 55, he is now eligible for 
retirement a good seven to 10 years before most individuals working in the 
private economy. John earns $19,000. which is about average for a federal 
employee, and which the government’s own statistics show' is approximately 
40 percent higher than the average nongovernment salary. 

His starting pension will be almost $10,775. But since his pension is indexed 
to inflation, there is almost no limit to how high it could climb. Indeed, 
should the rate of inflation continue to increase by 14.2 percent for 10 more 
years, this merely average federal employee will be due an annual 
retirement of over $40,000 The 20-year figure, should he live that long, and 
he probably will, is a mind-boggling $152,800! 

Keep in mind that, although there is supposed to be a 50-50 worker- 
employer split to finance federal pensions, most federal employees 
currently pay only about 25 percent of the true cost of their retirement 
systems The taxpayers pick up the rest of the bill because of the cost of 
living adjustments. 

So Question Number One: By what standard of fairness should taxpayers 
be expected to continue financing the greatest share of a government 
retirement system which is far more generous than they can afford for 
themselves? 

But that’s just the beginning. The nearly three million federal employees 
are exempt from paying Social Security taxes, even though a majority of 
them qualify (through spouse benefits, moonlighting or second careers) for 
Social Security benefits. Actually, many government workers receive more 
than benefits ; they receive an outright windfall, and here is why: 

The Social Security benefits formula allows workers with low average 
career earnings to receive a higher return on their contributions than do 
workers with high earnings 

Question Number Two: By what standard of fairness should these nearly 
three million public employees— including members of Congress— be 
allowed to escape paying our second largest tax while they work in public 
service, w hen a majority of them qualify for Social Security benefits? 

Reforming these inequities in federal pensions and Social Security 
becomes doubly important in view of approaching economic problems. 
Social Security, for example, is currently being propped up thanks only to a 
tremendous tax increase. But such tax increases eventually depress 
economic activity, and a severe recession could dangerously deplete the 
Social Security Trust funds.

Fiscal reform 
or perish

In colleges and universities across this great land of ours, 
professors and instructors were told, “publish or perish. " 

And now there is a new cry being heard in the state and 
national capitals of this country. The warning is to politicians to 
come up with tax and fiscal reforms or face voter revolution. 

And Lt. Gov. James Brickley left a Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce audience numb with admiration as he raced through 
the ills of our society, as with the perfect charm and coolness of 
a surgeon he sliced up the pow r ers in Washington who continue to 
print money as fast as the printing presses will run. 

"We’re paying the price of two decades of irresponsible fiscal 
policies," said Brickley to a receptive audience. "When will 
people understand that government doesn’t create wealth— it can 
stimulate or retard it by improper policies. 

"By printing more money, it (government) cheapens the 
dollars,’’ Brickley continued, and utilizing a simile, he pointed 
out "that like a person on drugs or alcohol, government doesn’t 
do anything until it’s too late." 

Brickley painted a portrait that has become obvious even to 
the men on the Hill— that government cannot and should not 
spend more money than it takes in. 

"The more we start doing for people, "Brickley believes, "the 
less they will do for themselves. Keep government limited." 

The sycophantic society created by government has had a 
drastically negative effect on the business community, Brickley 
told his audience. "The benefits, sometimes double and triple, 
paid to the recipients have stunted business growth." He put it 
amusingly as "some believe that work is never good for your 
health.” 

Although the federal government has placed the ever-bulging 
federal debt on a precarious precipice by its never-ending 
spending. Brickley feels that the people have finally seen through 
this illusory paper facade and that this decade will be a decade 
of reality in politics. 

“I believe the 1980s will be a decade of reality in politics and in 
govemment/’Brickley stressed. And one of those realities is that 
the electorate usually is unpredictable and unknowledgeable in 
their choice for office. 

"The fact of life is that an average Michigan voter is 
responsible for voting fbr between 80 and 90 candidates. Who are 
these 85 persons? Their names? Voters probably can identify 
four or five of them. 

"And, about 90 percent of the people can’t name their elected 
officials," Brickley continued. "You know when you get only 28 
percent of the eligible voters to the polls, it’s kind of a miracle 
that this system works at all." 

But one way to solve the problem, Brickley feels, is to get 
involved in the political parties. "You can track what these two 
parties do." 

And what about the tormented state of the economy in 
Michigan? 

“Well, anyone in business knows what is happening," Brickley 
said. "I was up in Imlay City a few days ago, and two of the 
three auto dealers there have clased and the third is in trouble. 

"The economy has pneumonia ...but because we have diver- 
sified somewhat," Brickley pointed out, “it has helped in some 
areas." Brickley said that in the areas of agriculture and 
tourism the state seems to be finding some relief, “and the 
Governor is leaving for Japan to personally talk to the Japanese 
government about building its proposed auto plant here." 

And if Gov. Milliken should be drafted as the Republican 
Party’s candidate for vice-president, would Brickley consider 
running for governor? 

He didn’t have time to answer that question. He was on the run 
to his next speaking engagement. 

But Brickley appears to be a man who would fit into the decor 
of the governor’s office. 

Or any other office he chose to run for

He encouraged me greatly and I

trades, master of none title Every 
morning Bob would look over at me 
from under dark bushy eyebrows, 
take a drag on his omnipresent 
cigarette and smile broadly, 
revealing a gap between his two 
front teeth 

We were great pals. Bob and I 
Whatever story he needed. I 
hopped on it and he alw r ays said, 
"Good job" to me after he read it 
It’s been 11 years this spring since 
I worked with Bob and the years 
have a way of dimming thie 
memory But I believe he called 
my Jimbo. in a good-natured way. 

One story I did that he par- 
ticularly liked was when veteran 
police officer Dick Aleks, a long- 
time Wayne resident, laid down 
his gun and retired from the W r ayne 
County Sheriff Patrol Three things 
stand out in my mind about Bob 
He kept saying he had to give up 
smoking, as he would crush out his 
lighted cigarette A few moments 
later, he’d reach slowly into his 
shirt pocket and take out another 
cigarette 

•’Let's get crackin’ Jimbo." he 
said many times, when copy 


needed to be generated and stories 
written. Also (and it always proved 
amusing to me) Bob would near me 
singing softly and without even 
knowing it. he’d pick up the tune 

‘What a difference a day 
makes— 24 little hours . " Bob 
would sing softly You might say 
that was kind of our unofficial 
theme song— Bob’s and mine 

Time moved on and the hot rays 
of the summer sun turned to the 
cool winds of autumn In the fall of 
1969, The Canton Eagle was born, 
and Bob made me the first editor of 
the new creation "I don t want a 
flea to sneeze in Canton Township 
without you reporting about it," he 
told me earnestly 

Bob was a good writer He 
studied his craft and he wanted his 
writers to be adept in the art also 
The cycle of life moved on and 
shortly after 1 became editor of 
The Canton Eagle, I heard that Bob 
was no longer managing editor By 
that time, 1 was working out of our 
Westland office on Wayne Road 
and didn’t see Bob much at all 

I didn’t hear much what hap- 
pened, although I do know he 


worked for the Observer weekly 
newspaper chain before being hired 
by the Detroit News. He worked the 
night shift at the News, driving 
home to Westland every day in the 
darkness preceding the dawn. One 
tragic morning his car was side- 
swiped about 4am and he died in 
the crash. My wife Pansy and I 
visited Uht Funeral Home to pay 
our respects We expressed our 
feelings to Barbara, his wife, and 
his oldest son, Bob, as we stood in 
the funeral parlor. 

One day he was alive, the next 
day he was gone. "What a dif- 
ference a day makes— 24 little 
hours.” 

The other night I sat at the desk 
in my den and held the remem- 
brance card in my hand Many 
good memories filled my mind as I 
read it and then placed it back 
among my cherished keepsakes in 
one of the side drawers of my desk 

And the cycle of life continues. 

One day can make an awful lot of 
difference Multiply several days 
and you have a week— then a 
month— then a year Before you 
know it, the years have grown into 
a decade. 


It seems I can almost hear Bob 
singing in his deep, rich voice, 
“What a difference a day 
makes— 24 little hours ...” as I write 
this column. 

Sitting in the managing editor's 
chair today is a slightly balding, 
slightly older sports editor whose 
thinning hair is tinged with strands 
of white. Tom Mooradian was 
recently named to that position and 
he, like Bob used to do. asks me 
frequently to double-check some of 
his columns and stories. 

Tom is a dear friend of 
mine— just as Bob McClellan was. 
And Tom still asks me often, “Jim. 
why did you ever leave a secure 
job at the post office to come and 
work for a weekly newspaper?” 

Four months ago, I was 
reassigned to cover news in Canton 
Township for The Canton Eagle, 
and I’ve met a lot of old friends, 
along with a host of new ones.

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Response to 
'I Won't Work' 

EDITOR: I am writing in 
reference to the article, "IWW — 
i Won’t Work’ Society” by Jim 
Bradley. 

As a teacher who has been 
active in the M.E.A., I still find 
that I agree with many of his 
comments. I do believe that the 
law allowing teachers to bargain 
collectively is incomplete 
because it provides no 
procedures for resolving an 
impasse between teachers and 
boards of education. 

Still, I feel morally bound to 
abide by this law until it is 
amended through the democratic 
process. I find defiance of court 
orders to be definitely wrong. 

The teacher union movement 
has often been equated with the 
civil rights movement of the 
“50s.” It is true that in this latter 
struggle many laws which were 
considered to be unjust were 
broken in an effort to get them 
changed. 

This was necessary because at 
that time many blacks, 
(especially in the South) were 
denied participation in the 
democratic process which could 
change these laws. Teachers are 
fully enfranchised. 

I do not know if teacher unions 
are demanding too much or if 
boards of education are 
unreasonable in their offers. The 
"super-union” does not give this 
information to the “rank and 
file”. We, supposedly, could not 
handle this information. We are 
told to trust our union leadership 
and give them our loyal support. 

I do take issue with Mr. 
Bradley’s statement, “They 
(teachers) work a 6-hour day, ... 
have built in security, a paid 
preparation period, work nine 
months for what most of us labor 


12 months to earn. They are off 
every holiday, many times a 
week at a time, have three 
months vacation in the summer 
...” This seems to imply that 
teachers don’t really do much 
work. An hour preparation period 
is usually occupied with con- 
tacting parents, doing paper 
work for the office, running 
dittoes, etc. 

Real preparation is done at 
home or at the library on 
weekends or evenings. Paper 
correcting is a never-ending, but 
necessary chore. 

Let’s not depreciate the hard 
work and contributions made by 
many conscientious teachers 
because of the illegal and 
abrasive acts of a union. 

I appreciate this forum for the 
expression of my opinions.

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Teacher strikes peril prep sports schedule 

Romulus, Schafer, Southgate seasons in jeopardy 


Usually in Spring high school 
baseball coaches have two common 
worries — weather and preparing 
for the season. 

This year however several area 
coaches have another migrain 
headache — teachers’ strikes. 
Teachers in the Romulus School 
District and in Southgate and 
Woodhaven have hit the bricks, 
demanding more for their services. 

The strikes directly and indirectly 
have an effect on the 1980 season. 

“I have been ordered not to work 
out with the team,” said Romulus 
coach Dennis Stoh whose sixth 
season was to begin last week at Ann 


Arbor Pioneer. “I really don’t know 
where we go from here. 

“The most Important thing now is 
that we get a contract, and then we’11 
try to pick up the pieces from 
there,” Coach Stoh said. 

If there are any pieces. 

The strike is now in its fifth week 
and the courts have ordered the 
Romulus Education Association’s 
bargaining unit and the board of 
education’s team to continue 
bargaining and report back to it. 

The strike also jeopardizes the 
Tri-River Conference where affiliate 
teams — Southgate and Schafer are 
sidelined.

U.S. won't 
go, but 
Russians

You’d have to be living in Siberia not to have heard that the 
United States Olympic Committee has voted in support of 
President Carter’s wish that our athletes boycott the Summer 
Olympics in Moscow in July. 

But did you know that Russian national junior men’s basketball 
team is scheduled to play a Michigan squad on Saturday, May 10th 
at Schoolcraft College? 

And a couple of players on the local quintet include Plymouth 
Salem’s 6*$ Howard Monk and Clarkston’s 5-10 pivotman Tim 
McCormick? The line-up of the Michigan junior team, sanctioned 
by the AAU and the ABA, will also feature such prep standouts as 
Mike Thomas (6-6) of Detroit Central and Barry Spencer (6-7) of 
Detroit Catholic Central. 

In a preliminary game, the Oakland County All-Stars will be 
pitted against their counterparts in Wayne County. On the latter’s 
roster is David Casey, Romulus High’s outstanding senior. 

But will the Russians really show up? Their government has 
come under fire for its invasion of Afghanistan and inciting revolt 
in several of the African countries. 

“To our knowledge the game is still on,” said Stewart Baker, a 
Schoolcraft College public relations employee. “We have not 
received any communications that would make us think dif- 
ferently.” 

All three Michigan teams are being coached by community 
college assistant coaches. The Michigan team is being handled by 
Rocky Watkins of Schoolcraft; the Oakland County team by 
Leonard Cole of Oakland Community College and the Wayne 
County team by Randy Henry of Highland Park Community 
College. 

If you’re looking for tickets, they’re priced at $5 advance and $7 
at the door. They are also on sale at all Hudson stores and at the 
Schoolcraft bookstore. 

This is the third meeting between the two country’s junior team, 
and this series could be the “hottest”. 

And I hate to say this — but, for some obvious reasons, all 
political, don’t rush out and purchase your tickets. 

I have a strange feeling that the Russian Ministry of Culture, 
responsible for sending its athletes abroad, will not allow its team 
out of the country this time around. 


Unfortunately for the Wayne Chiefs I also attended and covered 
my first hockey playoff game. The Chiefs should have paid me to 
keep away. They were bombed in the second of a five-game series 
against Ecorse for the state title. 

Know that Ted D’Pulos, Wayne Parks and Recreation director, 
will be on the phone as soon as he reads this, but it has to be said: 
“Conditions at the hockey arena were deplorable. In fact, if you 
planted seeds in the dirt under the stands they’d probably grow. 
The stands were stained with soda and coffee and the fans I talked 
to said that these conditions existed throughout the entire season. 

We know that times are hard, but all it takes is a bit of super- 
vision of staff that is on the payroll. 

In our opinion the sound system would be better left off. The 
system is not clear and it sounds as if someone is speaking in 
Chinese. 

And another condition that is permissible for some strange 
reason: children are allowed to run through the stands and behave 
as if they were in the woods. Is the Community Center’s function 
one of “baby-sitting” as well? There was no supervision of kids 
and, at a Friday night game, one section of the stands were folded 
back leaving a drop off the regular stands in use. Rope was used as 
a barrier. Any small child or adult could have slipped and fallen. 
The steps to the area leading to the other side of the rink was such 
you had to climb between the rope to get down the steps. 

Wonder what the city’s liability is if a child was injured? 


“If the strike continues there is a 
possibility that neither will field a 
team.” said Cherry Hill coach Ken 
Mientkiewicz who’ll open up the 
conference Friday at Dearborn 
Heights Crestwood. “With two- 
teams possibly out, that would mean 
we will have four open dates and a 
six-team league.” 

Mientkiewicz has a young squad 
back that won eight of 21 games a 
year ago. He lost three excellent 
throwers in Rick Searcy, Brian 
Hewitt and Jerome Potvin. He must 
rebuild the pitching staff with a crew 
that saw only limited action. 

The best of the hurlers right now 
appears to be righthander David 
O’Koney, a senior. There is a trio of 
juniors — Bob Donovan, Doug 
O’Leary, and Mark Cabanaw 
standing by for action. These 
Spartans could surprise everybody. 
They have the potential to get the job 
done, according to the Spartan 
coach. 

O’Koney also had an excellent 
year at the plate where he piled up a 
hefty 384 batting average en route 
to all-conference and All-Area 
honors. When not on the mound he 
could be used at shortstop or in the 
outfield. 

Mientkiewicz has a few other 
reasons to be optimistic. Bill James 
returns behind the plate, and he 
finished with a .399 batting average 
while Mike Johnson made all-league 
as a soph. The good-looking out- 
fielder should improve on a .291 
batting mark. Add to that line-up 
Bill Walters, a senior infielder, Rick 
Boehn and Gary W'illiams, (the two 
latter players are battling it out for 
first base duties) and the Spartans 
may overcome their shortcomings 
on the mound with their bats. 

Jerry Lee, a junior whose pre- 
season workouts indicate he’s ready, 
could bolster Cherry Hill’s stock in 
the league. 

Mientkiewicz should know on 
Friday at Crestwood just how he 
stands in the conference. Crestwood, 
loaded with an abundance of 


returning pitchers, is picked to win 
the title. Garden City West is con- 
sidered the team that could stop the 
Dearborn Heights team’s plan 

Meanwhile, Belleville’s Tom 
Fielder may not have inherited a 
whole lot from his predecessor, Dan 
Fisher, but the former assistant 
coach says the Tigers will be worth 
watching this year. 

“We don’t have a lot of ex- 
perience,” Coach Fielder adds, “but 
I feel we’ll be improved. I’m op- 
timistic — that’s the only way to look 
at things.’’ 

Fielder served as an assistant 
coach the last three years and 
moved up to the top job when Fisher 
decided to resign at the end of the 


1979 campaign. Fielder will inherit 
five senior lettermen including Chris 
O’Keefe (shortstop), Mike Stoelton 
(second base) and John Losen 
(centerfielder). 

Belleville will depend on the 
throwing arms of Mike Vance and 
Dave Stamper who were the best of 
the junior pitchers a year ago but 
“who don’t have a lot of ex- 
perience.” according to Fielder. 

Keith Gruden and Greg 
Brinkerhoff are a pair of blue chip 
catchers to watch, while the Tigers 
have the services of first baseman 
Scott Forster who hit over 400 on the 
junior varsity, Dave Daniels, a 
pitcher who doubles as a third 


baseman, and outfielder Mike 
W'ilson. 

Traditionally tough and fun- 
damentally sound Plymouth Salem 
and Livonia Bentley again are the 
teams to beat in the Suburban 8 
Conference this year, Fielder ad- 
mits “If you can beat them you 
know you have a contender,” the 
rookie Tiger coach pointed out. 

“We put a lot of runs on the 
scoreboard a year ago, but we were 
lean on pitching,” Fielder added. 
“We’ll see what will happen this 
year.” 

It won’t be long. Belleville will host 
Bentley at 4 p m. Friday. They were 
scheduled to play Allen Park on

’ Dogs of War” (all worth the time). For- 
syth's latest bestseller deals with a failed 
Russian grain crop, a fanatic group of 
Ukranian terrorists (or freedom fighters, 
depending on your point of view ) and a highly 
charged Soviet-American treaty. 

The main focus, though, is on a super 
tanker and its crew which is held hostage in 
the North Sea just prior to its formal in- 
troduction to the world. The terrorists’ 
month-to-month preparations are detailed in 
previous chapters which lead up to their 
ultimate desperate move. And all because 
they want to assure the release of two Jewish 
Ukranians who’ve assasinated the head of the 
KGB (Russian secret police), which the 
Russian politboro has hushed up. When the 
hijack of a plane for their escape backfires, 
the two are arrested and imprisoned in 
Germany 

Involved with the ultimate solution to the 
explosive situation is a British agent in 
Moscow who loves and imperils a secretary in 
the Kremlin. This is barely touched upon 
though, thereby distinguishing Forsythe for 
his restraint in bringing in an unbelievable 
torrid romance which is practically ALWAYS 
thrown in as part of a secret agent’s life. 

The utter control of a unique plot reaffirms 
this reader’s respect for Forsyth’s incredible 
imagination. As with "Day of the Jackal , 
you won’t want to put this one down. And, 
men - - this is definitely for you!

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Lawn care: There's no simple answer

Snowmobiles and sleds, cars aimed poorly at 
the drive, scuffs from snow removal, salt runoff 
after ice control— such may be your lawn’s winter 
tribulations. Likewise, the soft soils of spring 
often suffer buffetings, especially tracking by pets 
and people who take shortcuts before the grass 
has fully fleshed out. Hot weather can stir up quite 
an assortment of ills, and grass may thin enough 
to give lurking weeds sufficient toehold for an 
expansionist move. Disease, drought, careless 
mowing, spillages, poor drainage, ponding water, 
you name it, can certainly tire a lawn (even 
demolish it in spots). What, what to do? 

There is no simple, all-purpose answer. One 
should always aim for a thick, vigorous turf, 
which, if obtained, is your staunchest ally. 
Achieving this may be mostly a matter of waiting. 
Sometimes it involves patching, fertilization, or 
pest control. And a liberal dose of common sense 
always has merit. Topflight grass seed, efficient 


lawn products, and labor-saving tools are to be 
had in abundance these days. Utilizing them 
wisely is the key to curing damaged turf. 

Lawn therapy is largely wasted unless the cause 
of the trouble can be corrected and recurrence 
prevented. Physical damage certainly can be 
minimized. Use markers and barriers to keep 
vehicles on the pavement; place flagstone where 
pathways are inevitable (or strategically block 
any shortcuts, as with thorny shrubs); move 
home plate periodically to a new location (no 
grass, no matter how well nurtured, can 
withstand the constant grinding of play on a 
particular spot). Trimming and pruning to 
minimize heavy shade may give the grass a better 
break, as should leveling of terrain to avoid 
problem ridges and depressions and landscaping 
for easy flow of traffic and maintenance. 

WEAR. Physical abrasion can wear grass into 
the ground and at the same time make the soil so 
compact that the grass has difficulty engendering 
much regrowth from its underground parts. Wear 
damage can be mitigated by growing grass on 
specially prepared soil mixtures (such as those 


A weed by any other name... 


A weed is nothing 
more nor less than an 
unwanted plant.

because they make 
patchy colonies that 
don't blend well with the 
overall grass 
population. 

Fortunately, the 
leading lawngrass 
cultivars suppress most 
weeds. Selective weed 
killers like 2,4-D free a 
lawn of contrasting 
broadleaf plants such as 
dandelion, plantain and 
dock. Annual grasses, 
including crabgrass, 
can be squelched with 
pre-emergence her- 
bicides that knock out 
seedlings as they 
sprout. 

Unhappily, no 
selective way exists for 
eliminating unwanted 
perennial grasses like 
tall fescue. Where not 
too abundant, hand 
digging may suffice. Or 
non-selective herbicides 
can be dawbed on plants 
and sprayed on patches. 
New seed should be 
scratched into the 
treated spots after the 
weeds have browned. 


used for golf greens), but this is seldom feasible 
for a home yard. Most practical is to shift use 
about, allowing intervals for grass recovery. Then 
give the grass all of the assistance you can to 
speed its recuperation— proper fertilization, 
aerification of compacted soils, patch sodding or 
bolster seeding if the turf has become so worn as 
to be unsalvageable. 

Rolling the lawn in spring helps undo winter’s 
handiwork, squashing down the soil and recom- 
pacting it. Rolling may occasionally be necessary 
where the spring heaving of grass plants, due to 
repeated freezing-thawing of the soil, has humped 
them largely above soil level and made the sur- 
face quite uneven. But ordinarily it is better to 
level a turf surface by sifting light additions of 
new soil into the depressions rather than squashing 
down the elevations. Of course, some soils can be 
rolled or cultivated with relative impunity, sandy 
ones, for example. Clays and fine silts, however, 
tend to recompact soon enough naturally, and one 
is well advised not to squeeze them or work them 
unnecessarily, especially when damp (this makes 
them denser through elimination of pore space.) 

Except in those rare instances where a lawn 
connoisseur maintains a showplace of golf-green 
quality, blends and mixtures of modern grasses 
should stand normal abuse well without 
sacrificing elegance. Good cultivars are durable 
as well as handsome, and indeed, many were 
discovered on heavily used sports grounds or were 
bred precisely for this kind of usage. It’s seldom 
necessary to enlist the aid of tough, weedy 
“haygrasses.” 

SCALPING. Too-low mowing weakens grass 
and decreases its rooting depth. Scalping often 
occurs along raised borders, at the top of inclines, 
or where uneven ground makes for “mowing 
pimples.” Often the mower is simply set too low. 
Lawns of the Kentucky bluegrass-perennial 
ryegrass type should be mowed at least 14 inches 
tall, even higher where stress is likely. 

The obvious answer, of course, is to mow 
carefully so that at least half of the green foliage 
is retained after clipping and no spots are cut 
down to stubble. 

RECOVERY FROM WINTER. Sometimes a 
lawn looks terrible as the last snow melts. It may 
be blanched pallid by snow mold (fungi that at- 
tack grass under cold, humid conditions as are apt 
to prevail beneath a snow blanket) or appear 
ragged because little fresh foliage was produced 
during winter to compensate for older leaves that 
turned senescent. Most of the time the lawn snaps 
out of it once warm weather comes. You can 
hasten warming by a once-only low mowing, to get 
rid of browned foliage that insulates the soil from 
the sun and delays warming. If the lawn seems 
truly thinned, spread a good seed mixture at half 
rate, just to be sure that any weed seeds in the soil 
will have some competition. If the lawn was not 
fertilized in autumn, it may need a booster 
feeding; gradual-release lawn foods are 
especially to be recommended as weather warms.

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Garden: Only as good as its spring start 


A garden is only as good as the start it gets in 
the spring. That’s why proper planning and 
planting is so important. And by following a few 
simple guidelines early in the season you can turn 
what would have been an average yield into a 
bountiful harvest. 

Every successful garden starts with a plan. 
Late winter — when you are eager to get outside 
— is a good time to begin. At this stage a good plan 
will include all pregardening tasks — choosing 
crops and a site, sketching out your proposed 
garden, and assembling the proper store of 
garden tools. 

First, decide which vegetables you’d prefer and 
how much to plant. This will depend on your 
family’s size, what they like to eat, whether you 
can freeze, and the amount of gardening space 
available. A 12- by 15-foot space can yield a 
variety of vegetables to keep a family of four well 
supplied throughout the season. Also consider how 
much space each crop needs to yield the desired 
amount. For example: a 10-foot row will yield 
about 3 lbs. of bush-type snap beans; 8 to 20 lbs. of 
tomatoes; and 10 to 20 ears of com. If you are a 
beginner, realize that some vegetables are easier 
to raise than others. Good choices for the beginner 
are beans, tomatoes, radishes, lettuce, beets, 
carrots, and summer squash. 

Once you’ve decided what to plant and how 
much — select the seeds. Each vegetable is 
available in numerous varieties. Your County 
Cooperative Extension Service Office can supply 
you with a list of vegetable varieties that have 
been tested successfully in your area. Also ask 
neighbors and friends who garden for advice. 
They can recommend successful varieties and a 
reputable source for quality seeds and seedings. 
Once you know what you want, stock up on seeds 
early. If ordering from a catalog, allow for 
adequate delivery time. 

When you select a site for your garden, 
remember that sunshine is the most important 
consideration. Don’t plant in a spot that’s shaded 
by trees or buildings ; direct sunlight for at least 
six hours a day is required by almost all plants. If 
the only garden plot available to you is shaded, 
you’ll probably have the most success with leaf 
crops such as lettuce, chard, or spinach. Since the 
edible part of these plants is the foliage, a lack of 
sun is not as critical as with vegetables that must 
develop a fruit. 

Also choose a site where water is easily ac- 
cessible and air movement is adequate. Don’t 
worry too much about the soil. It’s probably fine 
for gardening. In general, if weeds will grow there 
— vegetables will too. 

Next sketch out a map of your garden on paper. 
Plan to plant the tallest vegetables, such as staked 
tomatoes or fenced beans in a spot where they will 
not shade other plants. Allow plenty of room for 
spreading vegetables, such as squash and 
cucumbers, plus a small area for herbs. Some 
rows will serve double duty during the growing 
season. Lettuce, radishes, beets and carrots 


mature early enough so that after they’re har- 
vested, the same space can be used to plant late 
crops. 

After your map is drawn, check your garden 
tools. Generally all you need are a few simple 
tools. But a rake, spade, hoe and sprayer are 
necessities. Make sure you choose the right tool 
for the job at hand. Consider exactly what you will 
be using the tool for and plan accordingly. 

When you choose a sprayer, consider the size of 
your garden and the types of spraying jobs you 
will be doing. According to H.D. Hudson 
Manufacturing Company — a maker of sprayers 
and dusters — a compression sprayer is best for 
most garden chores. Available with tank 



capacities from one to 4 gallons, the compression 
sprayer gives you good control over the spray 
material, which means complete coverage 
without waste. For small gardens the most con- 
venient sprayer is the cordless electric sprayer 
which combines the ease of pushbutton spraying 
with the versatility of a compression sprayer. 
Lightweight and compact, this sprayer is easy to 
use and carry anywhere. Large gardens are best 
treated with a power sprayer, driven by either an 
electric motor or a gas engine. 

As the weather warms, your next job is to 
prepare the soil for planting. A 2-inch layer of 
organic matter added to the soil each spring will 
help improve your harvest markedly. The organic 


matter releases nutrients that speed rooting and 
top growth. After a few years of adding compost, 
the soil will become crumbly, enabling rapid 
cultivation and weeding. 

Planting is the next important step. But you may 
have to start indoors. It takes quite a long time for 
some vegetables to mature. So it's necessary to 
give slower-growing varieties such as tomatoes, 
eggplant, and peppers a head start. This is done 
one of two ways; either by planting the seeds 
indoors while it’s stil cold outside, or by buying 
seedlings from a nursery or garden center when 
it’s time to plant outdoors. 

If you start seeds indoors, use good quality soil. 
Just about any container will serve as a Hat — 
cans, pots, shallow milk cartons, etc. Be sure they 
have drainage holes. Moisten soil well about two 
hours before planting. Plant seeds V 4 inch deep in 
rows two or three inches apart. Cover with plastic 
and keep warm. When seedlings apear, remove 
plastic and place in a sunny room. Water 
regularly. When plants are about 2 inches tall, 
transplant them to individual pots. If you prefer, 
skip the preceding steps and buy seedlings when 
you are ready to plant outdoors. 

The correct time to plant seedlings or seeds 
outdoors depends on the average date of the last 
frost in your area. Hardy crops such as spinach 
and broccoli can be planted several weeks before 
the frost-free date; carrots and cauliflower — two 
weeks before the date. But wait until after the 
frost free date to plant tender crops such as 
tomatoes and corn. 

Set transplants out on a cloudy day. Direct 
sunlight can dry the tender plants quickly and 
cause damage. Never plant when the soil is too 
wet. If it crumbles, it is just right. Dig holes for 
the plants that are slightly deeper than they were 
previously growing.

Bedding plant 
can provide 


instant flower 


Instant gratification 
is a pleasure sought by 
many people, but found 
by few, gardeners in- 
cluded. Gardening w r ith 
bedding plants will 
satisfy your needs for 
immediate fulfillment 
with a minimum of 
effort. 

Bedding plants are 
the marvelously 
colorful flowering an- 
nuals and perennials 
that are available in the 
form of professionally 
grown seedlings from 
nurseries and garden 
centers. 

The seedlings are 
mature enough to go 
directly into the garden 
or containers. They 
provide instant color to 
otherwise barren or 
uninspired landscapes, 
barren or uninspired 
landscapes. 

Seedlings are the 
overburdened home- 
owner’s answer to 
starting plants from 
seed. Germinating 
seeds takes time, 


diligence and special 
materials, and often 
results in weak, spindly 
plantlets because ideal 
conditions are difficult 
to provide, 
to provide. 

In addition, home 
grown seedlings 
frequently fall victim to 
the common, fatal 
disease — “damping 
off.- 

Bedding plants are so 
called because 
traditionally they have 
groum to glory in flower 
beds. Flower-filled beds 
of geraniums, petunias, 
marigolds, zinnias and 
all of the other spec- 
tacular annuals still are 
a visual delight. 

Combining annuals 
and perennials in the 
same bed can be a 
particularly effective 
approach to gardening. 

Perennials, such as 
delphinium, foxglove 
and shasta daisy, will 
come up each year in 
the same spot. Every

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How important is lawn thatch? 


Thatch, that accumulation of spent vegetation 
at the base of the sod, is a lawn bugaboo much 
heard about. Vegetation of all sorts piles up its 
spent tissues, usually in response to change of 
season, a perfectly normal event. Under natural 
conditions these decay, and their nutrients are 
recycled. Prairie grasses behaved in this very 
fashion long before white man set foot in North 
America 

Of course, our environment is no longer natural, 
primarily because of habitations imposed on the 
ecosystem. Mowing the lawn is one “unnatural” 
event, a substitute for animal grazing. Raking 
leaves is another. Their benefits to the soil are 
sacrificed in exchange for not having them un- 
derfoot. We make many abnormal demands on 
our nearby environment, wanting it to be green 
almost continuously and attractive as outdoor 
living space. 

Thus vigorous lawngrasses able to compete well 
with weeds are deliberately chosen, bred to 
remain dense in spite of mowing. The grass is 
urged to maximum productivity through fer- 
tilization, watering and other cares. Such in- 
tensive management stimulates productivity, 
much of it the basal portions of leaf sheathes, 
* spreading stems, and ligneous surface roots. 
These are the main components of thatch, not 
succulent clippings. 

Then, too, attention to the lawn may slow down 
decay. Unnatural conditions can discourage the 
normal microflora, as might an abnormally low 
or high pH. Or the decay “bugs” may be inhibited 
by pesticides, such as a fungicide used preven- 
tively. Earthworms frequently are driven out by 
soil chemicals such as crabgrass preventers — 
and earthworms are avid thatch consumers. Or 
perhaps there may be insufficient moisture, lack 
of air circulation, or undersupply of nitrogen in a 
highly carbonaceous medium? Together, these, 
and other factors, can delay decay well below 


tissue replacement by vigorously growing grass. 

Once thatch gets started in the lawn, becomes 
an inch or more thick, it can be self-encouraging; 
the grass roots in the thatch rather than the soil, 
and turns shallowly anchored, susceptible to 
drought. In some cases, as is not uncommon with 
zoysia, thatch even sheds rain. Not much else to 
do, then, but bring in the de-thatching machine 
and scratch the stuff out! 

However, with an average home lawn this is not 
likely to be necessary. In most cases decay in- 
tensifies from time to time reducing thatch. 
Thatch decomposes most rapidly at a moist in- 
terface, as where it contracts soil. At the Lawn 
Institute last year, in one of the rainiest summers 
on record, the persistent humidity seemed to 
reduce thatch even though it encouraged ex- 
cessive grass growth. Frequently thatch builds up 
over a period of time, then diminishes suddenly in 
response to a weather cycle. 


Lawn thatch is not all bad news. It cushions the 
sod against wear. It may discourage germination 
of light-loving weeds, including crabgrass. As it 
decays, it recycles nutrients like an organic 
fertilizer. Organisms associated with it are 
mostly of the soil-improving type, even though 
many pathologists feel it may harbor disease 
inoculae. 

If conditions are conducive to thatch build-up, 
de-thatching will have only temporary affect. 
Indeed, the very next season, the results may be 
hardly noticeable. Decay can perhaps be en- 
couraged by liming (thatch pH may be acid, even 
if the soil is not strongly so), by withholding 
treatments that stifle the microflora, by en- 
couraging earthworms, by watering and fer- 
tilizing judicioqsly, and in some cases by 
aerifying. Golf greens customarily receive a light 
topdressing of soil; this creates a moist, 
organism-rich medium that encourages decay.

great majority leave 
general care (mowing, 
watering) to the owner. 

As in any endeavor, a 
few less scrupulous 
operators may trim 
services, failing to 
apply fertilizer or 
pesticide of appropriate 
type in adequate 
quantity. Fertilizer is 
commonly liquid, 
spread by hose from a 
tank truck. Whether it 
be “thin” or ill- 


formulated is difficult to 
tell. Nutrient strength 
should compare to the 
one-pound-pe r- 
thousand-square f eet 
familiar nitrogen 
standard. 

Lawn service can be a 
convenience well worth 
the modest fee, 
especially for 
homeowners lacking 
time or lawn know-how. 
Still, little is ac- 
complished that a 
homeowner could not do 


for himself with a 
spreader and sprayer, 
and today’s easy-to-use 
products. And tending 
one’s own lawn assures 
that only necessary 
things will be un- 
dertaken (no spraying 
for weeds where weeds 
are not a problem, nor 
fertilizing at inap- 
propriate season). 

If a lawn service is 
engaged to overseed or 
renovate the lawn, ask 
about the seed being 


sown. Only perennial, 
well-adapted, attractive 
species should be 
planted. From the upper 
South northward 
Kentucky bluegrasses 
are a mainstay, with 
fine fescues included for 
dry, shaded habitat, and 
the debonair perennial 
ryegrasses in moderate 
proportion for quick 
coverage. Ben (grasses 
form especially elegant 
turf, but require 
frequent mowing.

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Include mower servicing among spring chores 


By now, Michigan 
homeowners realize 
spring is on the way, 
and now is the time to 
make plans for their 
lawnchores to get the 
yard into top shape for 
the coming summer, 
according to Robert E. 
Rehberg , head 
agronomist for Vigoro, 
a leader in the home 
lawn and garden 
product field since 1924. 

The first job, provided 
it wasn't done last fall, 
is to get your garden 
equipment into shape.

fertilize with a fertilizer 
giving a high nitrogen 
feeding. Always check

Small pots and boxes 
can be moved from spot 
to spot for the most 
striking and decorative 
effect at any given 
moment. 

And hanging baskets 
filled with pendulous 
petunias or ivy 
geraniums are lovely, 
yet take up no valuable 
garden space. 

The care and handling 
of bedding plants poses 
no special problems. 
Condition the earth 
before planting with 
about 2 inches of 
organic matter such as 
peat moss, leaf mold or 
compost. In addition 
add 5-10-5 fertilizer at a 
rate of approximately 2 
pounds per 100 square 
feet. 

After the danger of 
frost has passed, 
transplant the seedlings 


receives a full pound or 
more of nitrogen per 
1,000 square feet. Also, 
check on the potash 
content in the fertilizer. 
Potash is a vital sup- 
plement to nitrogen, and 
will help your lawn 
withstand any conditions 


into the ground on a 
cool, cloudy day or in 
the evening. Once they 
are in place you can 
water the seedlings 
thoroughly. 

Throughout the 
summer, water the 
plants any time the soil 
feels dry. You cannot 
rely on Mother Nature 
alone to provide ample 
water week in and week 
out. 

To encourage 
vigorous growth and 
flowering, additionally 
fertilize the plants every 
two to three weeks. 

The weekend gar- 
dener whose time is 
precious will find the 
dazzling array of 
bedding plant seedlings 
to be the perfect 
shortcut to a spec- 
tacular floral display.

In the highly competitive cuisine game, 
only the fittest survive. 

And Walt Stevanovich, the gregarious 
proprietor and owner of Alexander the 
Great in Westland knows the formula. 

*i believe in serving only quality food to 
my patrons,” he says. “And another 
reason why I entered this competitive 
business is because I love people. I love to 
be with the public. 

“And we treat the public like we would 
like to be treated ourselves.” 

Noting that his staff serves on an 
average of 200 luncheons per day — at an 
average cost of $2.50 — and about 300 


dinners per evening, Walt, indeed, has a 
successful cuisine philosophy. He says he 
has built up the business at the restaurant, 
located at 34733 Warren Avenue, one block 
east of Wayne Road, nearly tenfold since 
taking over in September 1977.

“Obviously, I can't tell you how we 
prepare it, then it would not be a secret.” 
he said in a voice that hides a Macedonian 
accent. 

Walt’s wife. Dobrinka, is credited with 
preparing the salads, the sauces and cole 
slaw f — all from scratch. Mrs. Stevanovich 
began learning the fine art at the early age 
of 16 back in the old country where she and 
a household of 25 would prepare food for 
the men. 

“She learned to cook ethnic food when

Mrs Stevanovich teams with chef, Tony 
Valentini, in the restaurant’s cuisine to 
come up with the tantalizing and ap- 
petizing meals.

“I am a Macedonian, and I am very 
proud of my heritage,” Stevanovich will 
tell you over a cocktail “And, keeping in 
the Macedonian tradition we like to please 
people.

Oh, by the way, don’t telephone for 
reservations over the weekend The place 
usually is crowded and “we would prefer 
not tying up our tables. We will accept 
reservations (telephone 326-5410) Sundays 
through Thursdays,” Walt says. 

The restaurant will seat 145 persons 
comfortably and there is a staff of 18 to 
whisk up your orders. 

And when you leave, you’ll find 
Alexander the Great, is great for dining 
out.
